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Chief will probe 
cop's alleged 
drunken driving

Wheeling Police Chief Peter Guttilla 


has ordered an Investigation into allega- 
tions that one of his lieutenants was 
twice found driving while intoxicated the 
week of Dee. 16. 


According to Buffalo Grove police, 


Wheeling Lt. Ronald G. Nelson was 
stopped once while driving through that 
village and was found a second time with 
his ear partially off the road just beyond 
the Buffalo Grove village limit. Both 
times Nelson apparently "had been 
drinking,'' Buffalo Grove police said. 


Nelson said he did have contact with 


Buffalo Grove police on the two occa- 
sions mentioned, but denied driving while 
intoxicated. Me was off duty on both oc- 
casions. 


BUFFALO GROVE Police Chief Harry 


Walsh said, however, his policemen told 
him that Nelson was drinking before both 
incidents. Walsh since has sent a letter 
to Nelson warning him not to place a 
Buffalo Grove policeman in an embar- 
rassing position again and should anoth- 
er such incident occur Nelson would be 
subject to the same consequences as any 
other citizen. 


Walsh said his letter did not directly 


mention drinking but referred to Nel- 
son's conduct in general terms. Walsh 
also said Nelson never was given any 
tests to determine whether he was legal- 
ly dritnk nor was he charged in either 
incident. 


In the first Incident, either Dec. 16 or 


Dec. 17. Nelson was stopped by a Buffalo 
Grove policeman who suggested he "fill 
up" with coffee. In explaining why no 
arrest was made, Walsh said action is 
deseretionary In such cases. He added 
that a certain amount of courtesy exists 
between policemen of different depart- 
ments, too. 


NELSON TOLD The Herald that on 


that occasion he was stopped by a Buf- 
falo Grove policeman who was a person- 
al friend and they both went to the Gold- 
en Bear Restaurant, 1330 W. Dundee Rd., 
tOMt. 


According to Buffalo Grove police, Nel- 


son probably would have been arrested 
as a result of the second incident, but the 
question did not arise as the Incident oc- 
curred on Dundee Road, just east of the 
Buffalo Grove boundary and in Wheeling 
jurisdiction. This was at 2:21 a.m. Dec. 
20. 


Nelson said of this incident, "No way 


was I driving while intoxicated." He ex- 
plained that it was snowing at the time 
and a plow was coming toward him. He 
said he thought the plow might hit his car

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I million more join British work halt 


Britain's largest engineering union, representing 1 million 


workers, voted yesterday to join coal miners and railway 
locomotive engineers in slowdowns that have crippled the 
nation's industry and forced it into a three-day work week. 
The government has indicated it will not bow to pay demands 
by 260,000 miners and 29.000 railroad workers. 


Efforts mounted to halt bomb attacks 
The British army stepped up patrols in Belfast in an effort 


to halt the surge in bomb attacks across Northern Ireland 
since the New Year. In Dublin, a police spokesman said Irish 
army troops rounded up at least 20 suspected Irish Republi- 
can Army members in raids on border hideouts. Meanwhile, 
a nalionvride bomb alert was called in Britain Mowing the 
detonation of two time bombs in Birmingham. 


Tech squadron, airmen leave Thailand 


The Pentagon announced the pullout of another squadron of 


planes and 3,700 airmen in a continuation of force reductions 
in Thailand. The squadron, made up of 24 electronic jamming 
and monitoring craft, was pulled back to Clark Air Base in 
the Philippines. Th4 latest move cut American manpower in 
Thailand to 35,000. but does not affect U. S. bomber strength. 


Attacks mount on Cambodian capital city 


A brief rocket attack on Phnom Penh killed at least six 


persons and wounded 45 others yesterday. The barrage fol- 
lowed only hours after an artillery assault by the Communist 
rebels using a captured American howitzer. The attacks were 
believed to be part of a predicted rebel dry-season offensive.

Judge Julius Hoffman, of 'Conspiracy Seven' trial fame, 


dismissed a four-year-old indictment against 12 members of 
the Weatherman faction of the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS). The group was charged with leading the riot- 
ous 'Days of Rage' demonstrations in 1969. Hoffman acted on 
a government request which indicated that electronic surveil- 
lance used in gathering evidence would have hindered prose- 
cution efforts. 


Refunds announced for fraud victims 


The Illinois Attorney General's office said that persons de- 


frauded by the Sports Life company can claim refunds of up 
to 75 per cent of their losses. The now-defunct firm, formerly 
based in Evanston, was directed by court order to distribute 
the refunds to customers, most of whom were young children 
who placed orders for sports merchandise with the firm and 
never received the goods. 


Civil Service job ruling today 


The Illinois Civil Service Commission said after a day-long 


hearing Thursday it would rule this morning on the legality of 
state Personnel Director Nolan B. Jones' decision to strip 30 
job classifications of Civil Service protection, Jones repeated 
his claim that the move was made solely to make it easier for 
minority workers who can't pass Civil Service exams to get 
jobs with the state.

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Work force, employers will pay more 
Social Security benefits hiked 11%

President Nixon yesterday signed leg- 


islation increasing Social Security bene- 
fits by 11 per cent this year for 30 million 
persons. He called the bill "an extremely 
important, far-reaching measure." 


Thirty million retired or disabled work- 


ers, widows and dependent children will 
receive the increased benefits. But the 
nation's active work force and their em- 
ployers will be assessed higher payroll 
taxes to pay for the $2.3 billion benefits 
hike. 


In 1973, workers were taxed on the 


first $10,800 of their salaries with a max- 
imum any individual could pay standing 
at $631.80. Under the new legislation, the 
tax will be on the first $13,200 in wages 
with the maximum jumping to $772.20. 


The first 7 per cent of the benefits in- 


crease will be effective with April checks 
and the additional 4 per cent will be paid 
starting in July checks. 


The compromise bill was approved by 


both the House and Senate Dec. 21, the 
final day of the 1973 session. The bill also 
increases payments to 3 million aged, 
blind and disabled adults on welfare who 


receive special benefits under the new 
Supplemental Security Income (SSI) pro- 
gram. Single persons would receive an 
additional $16 a month and couples will 
get $24 per month. 


As With the Social Security payments, 


the SSI increase will come in two steps. 
Another amendment to the bill calls for 
an extra 13 weeks of unemployment in- 
surance payments in areas of high unem- 
ployment. The provision, however, ex- 
pires in 90 days, meaning Congress must 
consider the issue again by spring. 


The President also signed into law the 


biggest foreign aid bill since the Korean 


War, providing $2.6 billion in fresh funds 
for Israel. The $5.8 billion measure was 
swelled to near-record size by the $2.4 
billion in emergency military aid Nixon 
asked Congress to approve for Israel and 
Cambodia. Also in the bill is an initial 
$44 million for the new Regional Railroad 
Reorganization Corporation. 


After signing the measures, President 


Nixon turned bis attention to his State of 
the Union address. On hand to help draft 
the address was chief speechwriter Ray 
Price. Some administration officials are 
predicting the next federal budget will 
hit a record $300 billion mark. 


Plan world oil task force

Seeking to avoid a "worldwide depres- 


sion" President Richard Nixon will start 
contacting the leaders of about 20 major 
oil producing and consuming nations 
next week, according to Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger. 


Kissinger said Nixon will personally 


spell out plans for restraining oil prices 
and increasing oil production, but the 
Secretary declined to go into detail about 
the specifics of Nixon's plan. 


However, it is known that Nixon is in- 


terested in expanding on plans first men- 
tioned by Kissinger on his recent swing 
through Western Europe. Under that pro- 
posal, the United States may suggest a 
combined U. S., European, Japanese ac- 
tion group whose task will be to find 
ways to reduce competition between 
them for oil and to find ways to better 
share the available oil. 


But Kissinger also said the major oil 


producing nations in the Middle East and 


elsewhere must participate in any long- 
term cooperative effort 
to ease the 


world's oil woes. 


"A worldwide depression produced by 


an inbalance of payments and a com- 
plete overemphasis on energy would 
have the inevitable consequence of de- 
pressing the situation of the producer 
countries," Kissinger said. 


Kissinger, in response to direct ques- 


tions about future plans of the Arabs, 
said he remained hopeful that Arab na- 


Enforcement needed 4on both sides' 
Dayan: cease-fire may fail

Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Dayan 


warned that the cease-fire, which ended 
the October war in the Middle East and 
paved the way for the Geneva peace con- 
ference, may collapse unless it is strictly 
observed by 'both sides. 


His warning followed an Israeli report 


that three soldiers were killed and 10 
wounded in shootings on the Suez front 
with Egypt and an artillery bom- 
bardment by the Syrians on the Golan 
Heights Wednesday. It was Israel's heav- 
iest one-day casualty toll since the cease- 
fire Oct. 24. 


U. N. spokesmen reported increasing 


number of shootings and other cease-fire 
violations during the past few days. In 
Cairo, a spokesman for the U. N. Emer- 
gency Force said Egyptian forces in the 
Qantara sector on the northern Sinai 
front east of the canal moved forward 
about 200 yards Tuesday to new positions 
and began planting land mines. 


The 'spokesman also reported Israeli 


forces temporarily disrupted truck sup- 
plies to the encircled Egyptian 3rd Army 
near Suez City in the south in retaliation 
for an Egyptian shooting incident. 


Dayan spoke with newsmen at Lod In- 


ternational airport before flying to Wash- 
ington for talks today with Secretary of 
MOSHE DAYAN 


State Henry A. Kissinger and Defense 
Secretary James R. Schlesinger. 


"I do not believe that the Egyptians 


hope for better peace terms by those ac- 
tions or whether they want to start an- 
other war of attrition, but I do believe 
that this is plain wildness and it is un- 
bearable," Dayan said. 


"It should be known that the opening 


of fire cannot be one-sided and the cease- 
fire must be kept by both sides otherwise 
it is going to collapse." 


Dayan said he will discuss the Egyp- 


tian - Israeli troop disengagement talks 
being held in Geneva with Kissinger and 
speak with Schlesinger about selling Is- 
rael more weapons. 


"I can notice some progress at the 


Geneva talks, but we cannot -be sure of 
success until we see more results," he 
said. 


The Israeli newspaper Ma'ariv said Is- 


rael had agreed to a unilateral withdraw- 
al from the Suez Canal as a means of 
breaking the continuing deadlock in the 
Geneva military withdrawal talks and 
said Dayan may present the plan to Kis- 
singer when they meet. 


However, other Israeli newspapers in- 


sisted Israel was standing fast on its de- 
mand for a mutual withdrawal by both 
sides.

Saxbe questions new Watergate probe

Attorney General designate William 


Saxbe has labeled a subpoena of some 
400 White House tapes and documents a 
"fishing expedition" which does nothing 
but help continue the Watergate in- 
vestigating committee. 


Meanwhile, the White House refused 


to disclose what course of action the 
President will take regarding the sub- 
peona of the several hundred tapes. 
Faced with a deadline today, White 
House spokesmen refused to speculate 
or reveal whether the President will com- 
ply with the massive probe of his papers 
and documents. 


Saxbe, the former U. S. Senator from 


Ohio, is expected to be sworn in as Attor- 
ney General today and has lost no time 
maintaining his reputation as an out- 
spoken, often feisty advocate. 


Saxbe said he would pursue "strict, 


vigorous enforcement" of the antitrust 
laws and would conduct an investigation 
of the oil companies to see if they did 
anything to contrive the fuel shortage. 


Referring to the Watergate Com- 


mittee's continued probe of White House 
material, Saxbe said "it had to come to 
this sooner or later. To keep in business 
the committee has to have grist for its 
mill. If they can keep dredging stuff up, 
they'll go on forever." 


Saxbe said the committee action will 


come to a point where "the President 
will have to decide whether there is any 
privacy in his office." 


Automakers9 building slash 
sends ripples into economy

U.S. automakers, who have announced 


permanent layoffs for 54,000 workers be- 
cause of slumping big car sales, will 
build fewer cars this month than in any 
January since the 1970 recession. 


Production this month should reach 


674,000 cars, a 27 per cent drop from last 
January and the lowest since 601,000 cars 
were built in January, 1970. 


The cutbacks will come in the produc- 


tion of the big cars, whose sales have 
plummeted since mid-September when 
the fuel crisis began getting strong atten- 
tion. Sales reports from the automakers, 
reflecting a further swing away from 
large cars in December, won't be avail- 
able until Friday. 


The auto industry's production cut- 


backs were sending ripples into all sec- 
tors of the American economy, even in 
the relatively rural sections of northern 
Michigan. 


Gulf and Western Forming Co. of East 


Jordan announced it was laying off 23 of 
its 292 employes at the end of the week 
because of customer cutbacks. The small 
community has just over 2,000 residents. 


The company, which makes com- 


ponents for the "Big Four," already had 
laid off 70 of its 200 workers at its Man- 
celona plant. 


More than 140 workers at Standard 


Products of Gaylord, a town of 3,000, 
were laid off Dec. 14. The company, 
which makes weather stripping for GM 
cars, said most of the workers would re- 
turn to their jobs Jan. 14. 


Regarding the oil crisis, Saxbe said he 


didn't have enough information to sup- 
port any suspicion that the major oil 
companies may have acted to hold down 
fuel supplies but that the average person 
thinks there is reason for such con- 
jecture. 


"As an average person, I share their 


view," Saxbe said.

U.S. to have 
more meat 
than in 1973

The president of the American Meat 


Institute predicted 'in Chicago yesterday 
Americans will have more meat than 
they did last year at prices "somewhat 
higher than at present, but lower than 
they were last summer." 


Richard Lyng said he based his pre- 


diction on pledges that farmers and other 
segments of the livestock industry will 
receive ample supplies of oil and gaso- 
line in the months ahead. 


Despite many world uncertainties, 


Lyng believes we will have more meat in 
1974 than in 1973, but there will be less 
than in 1971 and 1972 and not as much as 
we'd like to have. 


Lyng said, "Demand will be strong so 


prices will be firm and probably will av- 
erage higher than in 1973, but they will 
not reach the peak prices of last sum- 
mer. 


"We keep hearing dire predictions of 


coming food shortages, there is no need 
for shortages of food in the United 
States," Lyng said. 


"If 1974 is a good year weatherwise, 


and if the government will allow supply 
and demand to function fully, supplies of 
all foods, including meat, should be 
ample," he said. 


The "chaotic conditions" born of gov- 


ernment-imposed price controls on meat 
have taught the nation a lesson, Lyng 
said. "It's simply this: The law of supply 
and demand works well when left alone.

But they love 'em out West 
Demand for 'silver' dollars dwindles 


by JOE SWICKARD 


Without looking at the photograph on 


Page 1, if Dwight D. Eisenhower is 
"heads" on the new silverless "silver" 
dollar, what's the "tail?" 


There may be shortages of everything 


from gasoline to blue jeans, but the Eis- 
enhower dollar is readily available to 
anyone who smacks down a paper bill or 
the correct change in local banks. Ac- 
cording to spokesmen for banks and the 
U.S. Mint, not many persons are making 
the trade. 


When the new dollars were first issued 


in late 1971, some banks had trouble 
keeping up with the demand while other 
banks reported little customer interest in 
the nickel-copper cartwheels. 


SINCE THEIR introduction, the Chi- 


cago Federal Reserve Bank said the de- 
mand has fluctuated greatly. 


"In 1971 we circulated more than $8 


million and in 1972 we circulated more 
than $11 million," a bank spokesman 
said. "In 1973 we only put out $3.8 mil- 
lion. We had the drop because there 
wasn't the demand." 


The Midwest, whose banks are served 


by the Chicago Federal Reserve Bank, 
was not the only region that greeted the 
new dollars with little more than a yawn. 
The demand for the coins was so slight 
in 1973 that the U.S. Mint did not produce 
any general circulation dollars. The 
peak request time for the coins is in De- 
cember and June, according to spokes- 
men. They are used for Christmas stock- 
ing staffers and as rewards for good 
school report cards, they said. 


BUT EVEN these uses are apparently 


dwindling. Federal records in Chicago 
show just more than $600,000 went out 
last December as compared to $3 million 
during the first December they were 
available. 


"Once people got used to them, they 


were nothing' special," the 
federal 


spokesman said. 


Spokesmen for The Bank and Trust Co. 


of Arlington Heights, when asked if that 
bank had any, replied: "How many do 
you want? We have plenty on hand." 


A spokesman in their coin department 


said there was "not any real call for 
them." The spokesman said the coins 
were most popular during the holidays 
and school grading time. 


The Bank of Rolling Meadows, too, 


said, "The demand is down. Not a lot of 
people ask for them. "We have just a 
few of them on hand now. People just 
don't ask for them very much." 


THE FIRST Arlington National Bank, 


Arlington Heights, has the dollars at only 
one teller's window. The teller said she 
had 16 and hadn't received 
many 


requests for them. 


The Treasure Chest, a coin shop in the 


Arlington Market shopping center, re- 
ported, "They aren't worth anything 
above the face value, really. We don't 
get much call for the circulated dollars." 


While the general circulation dollars 


may 'be moving slowly, the coin shop and 
the Federal Reserve Bank said special 
Eisenhower dollars have a market 
among collectors. 


The standard dollar is a nickel sand- 


wich with a copper center. The special 


coins are 40 per cent silver and are sold 
by the U.S. Mint, in Washington, for $10 
for a "proof" and $3 for an "uncircu- 
lated" coin. 


The difference in price is due to the 


manner in which the dollars are struck 
by the mint. "Proof" dollars are struck 
twice on special dies that are frequently 
changed to prevent small nicks and 
mars. The "uncirculated" coins are 
struck on standard dies and may have 
minoi flaws, the federal spokesman said. 


ALTHOUGH most of the country is 


blase about the silverless "silver" dol- 
lars, Westerners still apparently like to 
hear their money jingling in their jeans. 


"They're more popular in Nevada and 


Montana. They're used in Vegas, of 
course, but Nevada and Montana are 
mining states. I guess you could say 
they've always liked the hard dollars," 
the federal spokesman said. 


Now, as a bonus: What does the image 


on the dollar's "tail side" represent? 
There is an extra bonus for the exact 
numerical designation.

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Don't pity the 'sub* 


If you think stand-in teachers are babysitters, 


you're not well acquainted with local program

She walks into a classroom and imme- 


diately the kids begin nudging each oth- 
er, whispering excitedly. 


"Oh boy. a substitute teacher!" 
."Don't worry about not getting that 


math done. Joe. You've got it made!" 


"Hey. let's tell her we have a three- 


hour recess on Thursdays!" 


BUT THE WOMAN who's stepping in 


today for the regular teacher in this 
classroom is not likely to be such an 
easy mark. 


Armed with the teacher's lesson plan 


for the day. this substitute is ready to get 
down to business. She's typical of the 90 
substitutes in School Dist. 21 whose job it 
is to make sure that learning continues 
even when the usual teacher can't be 
there. 


Dist, 21 serves Wheeling, Buffalo 


Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


All certified teachers, the substitutes in 


Dist. 21 are not babysitters, easily taken 
in by the guile of students who protest 


"we've already covered that material" 
(no matter what it is) and contend 
that "our teacher always lets us chew 
gum." 


"I wouldn't do it if it meant just baby- 


sitting," said Virginia Woods, who's been 
subbing in the district for the past six 
years. "The kids will always try to put 
something over on you at first — any 
red-blooded American kid will try to see 
what he can get away with — but after 
that initial penod of adjustment, most 
kids cooperate." 


LIKE MANY substitute teachers, Mrs. 


Woods decided to go back to teaching on 
a part-time basis after her three sons 
were grown. The pay is reasonable ($25 
per day) and she doesn't mind being on 
call. 


With a lunch packed the night before 


ready to grab from the refrigerator, Mrs. 
Woods is up and dressed early every 
day, expecting to be called to teach. The 
pone can ring anytime between 6 and 
10:30 a m. and does several times a 
week. 


Substituting is a good way for teachers 


to keep in touch with the changing meth- 
ods and new trends in education, said 
Pat Trausch, another veteran sub in 
Dist. 21 of about five years. 


"I really feel that I've gotten a good 


review of my education by substituting," 
Mrs. Trausch said. "I've been thinking 
about getting a fulltime teaching job and 
really thought I'd have to go back to 
school to get caught up. But I've learned 
all the new methods and used the texts 
and I think I'll be a better techer for 
teaching under a variety of circum- 
stances, too." 


THE CURRENT teacher surplus ac- 


counts for a large number of young sub- 
stitutes in the district who have been 
unable to secure permanent positions, 
according to Steve Stavrakas, Dist. 21 
administrative assistant for staff and 
public relations, 


The surplus also allows the district to 


employ substitutes that are very quali- 
fied. Some such as Mrs. Trausch even 
have master's degrees in education. 


Environmental panel meeting 


Stavrakas said the number of substitutes 
in the district is higher than ever before 
and school officials are able to place 
subs in grades the instructors feel they 
can most effectively teach. 


"We insist that teachers have a well 


set series of lesson plans in all 17 build- 
ings in the district," Stavrakas said. "If 
a substitute teacher is able to review 
those materials, she can provide a pretty 
good educational program for that day. 
That's our goal — to keep the education- 
al program going."

The forest preserve district owns more 


than 63,000 square acres of lard in Cook 
County. The land is divided into 10 dis- 
tricts, each containing a varying number 
of picnic groves. The district also has 
golf courses, nature centers, hiking areas 
and lakes for swimming and fishing on 
the lands. 


Permits are required for picnic groups 


with more than 25 persons, but Mrs. Cal- 
lozzo said more than 700 family picnic 
areas are also available without permits 


to groups of less than 25. 


FOR GROUPS still interested in get- 


ting summer picnic permits, application 
must be made in person at 113 N. ClarK 
St., in Room 230. A $5 deposit fee is re- 
quired, but the money is refunded after 
the picnic is held. 


Last year the district issued almost 


9,000 permits, Mrs. Callozzo said. The 
permits allowed an estimated 2.5 million 
persons to use the forest preserves, coun- 
ty figures show. 


The figures represent an increase of 


about 1,000 permits over the number is- 
sued in 1972, a jump which was among 
the highest in recent years, she said.

1973 hero: 'Gimme Mine9

Cook County bounced through an en- 


nobling year in 1973. Mankind progressed 
magnificently in its gleeful quest for or- 
der, power and wealth. Chicago contin- 
ued to improve relations with its neigh- 
bors and politicians fought bloody battles 
over mass transportation, ethics, pollu- 
tion, water and zoning. 


Yet more than any other event, it was 


multifaced political scandal that domi- 
nated news in 1973. As gradually un- 
folded by newspapers, federal grand 
juries and court trials, the political cor- 
ruption revealed shocking disdain for 
both the spirit and the letter of the law 
from the lowest and highest levels of 
county local government. Fittingly, in 
this time of trouble, it is elements of the 
American legal system that have come 
to the rescue. 


W i t h o u t surprise, Time magazine 


named Judge John J. Sirica as "man of 
the year" for stubborn and dogged pur- 
suit of the truth involving Watergate. 
Ironically, President Richard Nixon — 
who claimed ultimate responsibility for 
what Time called "widespread abuse of 
executive power exemplified by Water- 
gate" — was co-winner of the cover- 
page award in 1972. 


Now conies the County Line's first an- 


nual buffoon of the year award. 


For utter disregard of the public trust, 


for insistence on personal pocket-filling 
and for acting as a symbol of crooked- 
ness and deceit, the County Line's buf-

Let's revise petition laws 


Stored away in the office of the 


Illinois secretary of state and in 
county clerks' offices throughout 
the state are thousands upon thou- 
sands of petitions to place the 
names of individuals on ballots for 
the March 19 primary election. 


They represent a staggering 


waste of manpower and paper. 
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Candidates for any public office 


are required to file these petitions, 
containing signatures equal to a 
small percentage of the number of 
voters who participated in their 
party's last primary election, in or- 
der to have their names printed on 
the ballot. 


The obvious purpose of the peti- 


tions is to discourage frivolous can- 
didates from interfering with the 
serious business of nominating per- 
sons to political office, 


The trouble is, there is no one 


who is actually charged with veri- 
fying the names on the petitions. 
Neither the secretary of state nor 
the various county clerks are re- 
quired to check the authenticity of 
the petitions. 


In rare instances in which a po- 


litical 
opponent 
undertakes 
to 


check on the petitions of his oppo- 
nent, it often becomes apparent 
that a great number of the signa- 
tures are false. 


foon of the year is local official Gim- 
me Mine. 


Set against unnoticed honesty in gov- 


ernment, Gimme's performance in 1973 
was reassurance that the lessons of Tam- 
many Hall, Big Bill Thompson and Spiro 
Agnew are not forgotten. Of arrogant ori- 
gins and with no erudition, Gimme, at 
69, culminated 'his career with a pom- 


This was the case concerning pe- 


titions filed recently by a candidate 
for Democratic committeeman in 
Schaumburg Township, who with- 
drew from the race after a check 
of his petitions revealed wholesale 
falsification. 


It is indicative of the waste in the 


petition requirement that that can- 
didate expressed wonderment that 
anybody bothered to check his peti- 
tions. Nobody ever really expects 
that the petitions will be taken se- 
riously. 


The fact is that it would be physi- 


cally impossible to perform any 
meaningful check on the petitions 
of the hundreds of candidates who 
file in each election year. It is sus- 
pected further that many candi- 
dates do not attempt to disprove 
the petitions filed by their oppo- 
nents because they know their own 
petitions would not withstand sim- 
ilar scrutiny. 


Recent changes in election laws, 


which allow voters to vote in the 
primary election of either party, 
lend further incongruity to the peti- 
tion requirement. 


In 1972, Republicans took advan- 


tage of the quirk in the election law 
to cross over to the Democratic 
primary in wholesale lots. The re- 
sult this year was that in heavily 
Republican Wheeling Township, for 
instance, a Democratic candidate 
for township committeeman re- 
quired 991 signatures on his nomi- 
nating petitions, while his Republi- 
can counterpart needed only 52. 


The petition requirement is ob- 


viously antiquated and should be 
revised. It would make more sense 
if a minimum of 50 to 100 signa- 
tures were required, to require 
some showing of sincerity on the 
part of the candidate, and if the 
secretary of state and the county 
clerks were then required to verify 
their authenticity, with stiff penal- 
ties for falsification.

The ultimate loser \n unrestricted 


court coverage is undoubtedly the de- 
fendant. The defendant has a right to a 
fair trial and the press must have free- 
dom to report the news. But the press 
does not have absolute freedom in re- 
porting court cases. 


The courts have the right to restrict 


certain news to be published of a trial, 
only if that news would cause the defend- 
ant not to receive a fair trial. 


An important decision that would per- 


tain to news media coverage of a trial 
can be observed in the Supreme Court 
ruling of Samuel Sheppard V. E. L. Max- 
well (384 US 333). The Supreme Court 
o v e r t u r n e d Sheppard's murder con-, 
viction because of the trial judge's fail- 
ure to protect Sheppard from malevolent 
prejudicial publicity by the news media 
which violated the defendant's right to a 
fair trial. 


Harmful prejudicial publicity, as in the 


Sheppard case, resulted in trial by news- 
paper rather than the judicial process. 
The judicial system must protect the 
right for an individual to receive a fair 
trial and still preserve the freedom of 
the press. Only a compromise, restric- 
tions upon the news media to report, can 
help both the defendant and the news 
media.

His ability to 
extort is modeled after techniques used 


by Chicago Deputy Police Superintendent 
Clarence E. Braasch. His talent at dod- 
ging taxes comes from numerous former 
city aldermen including Casimir J. Stasz- 
cuk (13th), Joseph Potempa (23rd), and 
Joseph Jambrone (28th) 


The list of men Gimme admires is too 


numerous to categorize but includes for- 
mer officials in the county assessor's of- 
fice who like tax evasion and bribery, 
former Chicago patrolmen who specialize 
in extortion and William H. Rentschler, 
Nixon's Illinois campaign manager 1968, 
who is now indicted for bank fraud. 


Famous Gimmeisms now include his 


plea prior to indictment that "others 
spend their time dealing with small, 
murky, vicious little things . . . ," that 
"bribery must go ... 
," that "I'm OK 


with the man upstairs." 


The Gimme Mine local drama could 


not, of course, completely obscure one 
principal actor who will attract future re- 
ward — U.S. Atty. James Thompson. 


Like Time's Sirica, Thompson stood in 


1973 for "primacy of law." He called Ag- 
new a "crook" and said that the country 
is "better off without him." Now the for- 
mer vice president eats single dinners 
with Frank Sinatra that cost more than 
most family's weekly grocery allowance. 


Thompson began 1973 with brutal, un- 


paralled investigations of local corrup- 
tion and won convincing conviction of 
high-level officials. More of the same is 
predicted in 1974 as the probes and in- 
dictments touch local suburbs. Hopefully, 
Gimme Mine will be gone someday.

President 'determined?

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. — With the 


rough Pacific surf pounding against the 
beach near his Spanish-style villa, Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon has begun the New 
Year in silent contemplation of strategy 
to assure his tenure in office. 


"Determined" is the description most 


used by Nixon's aides in seeking to por- 
tray his attitude as he begins his sixth 
year in office. 


Nixon has kept his personal thoughts to 


himself as he takes stock of the year of 
Watergate that decimated his adminis- 
tration and threatened his survival in the 
presidency. 


He has remained out of the public eye, 


privately conferring with close aides, 
and taking long walks on the beach to 
revive his strength for the strain of the 
days ahead. 


The President has been working on 


programs and policies he hopes to pro- 
pose in his State of the Union address 
around Jan. 22. 


While he has dramatically retrenched 


on his "new American majority" goals 


Richard M. 
Nixon 


since last year, nevertheless Nixon is 
heartened by the passage of the manpow- 
er bill which embraces his philosophy 
that such programs should be run by lo- 
cal governments directly concerned. 


He believes the bill adds to national 


acceptance of his concept of federal rev- 
enue sharing with a shift in power from 
Washington back to the people. 


The President also plans to send to 


Congress a comprehensive health bill, 
and having abandoned the controversial 
family assistance plan he is expected to 
devise other ways to funnel aid to pover- 
ty-level and welfare families. 


The address also will focus on the need 


for new energy legislation with strong 
White House options to act. 


What he will propose falls into the cat- 


egory of rock bottom necessity. The wea- 
kened President has realistically with- 
drawn his grandiose plans for his second 
term. He is aware that in the case of 
Congress, he is no longer in the driver's 
seat. 


He has softened his veto threats and 


loosened up on $1.2 billion in impounded 
funds for health and education programs. 
Defeated in the federal courts on the 


question, and looking for ways to ap- 
pease Congress, he is expected to free 
even more funds impounded to hold his 
budget in line. 


But perhaps foremobt in the Presi- 


dent's mind these days is how to face the 
coming months with more indictments 
expected of his former top-level advisers, 
and a seanng House Judiciary Com- 
mittee inquiry on impeachment — the 
first such national inquest in more than 
100 years. 


His aides have been huddling daily to 


discuss ways to bolster the President's 
position. Further "White Papers" will be 
made public to clear up "once and for 
all" Watergate-related allegations. 


A large team of lawyers also is being 


assembled in the White House "to fight'' 
for Nixon's survival, his aides said. 


The President has all but cut off per- 


sonal communication with reporters cov- 
ering the White House. His aides de- 
scribe him as "bitter and resentful" over 
what he believes have been "a lot of bad 
raps." But they insist he will be holding 
more news conferences this year. 


As he appears more lonely at the top, 


there also are strong indications that 
Njxon may face growing hostility when 
he appears in public. Observers were 
surprised at the tone and bitter epi- 
thets shouted by pickets at the President 
when he attended his personal physi- 
cian's wedding in La Jolla, an hour's 
drive from here, last week. "Crook" and 
"Impeach" were chanted as he went 
through the crowd waving. 


Thus, for the President the advent of 


1974 may be welcome, but the road 
ahead is hardly smooth. (UP!)

They talk about violence and how it can't shock us. The 


truth hurts. 


The scene is on W. Madison Street, where pathetic souls 


pass for human beings on what is commonly referred to as 
Skid Row. 


Here, the down-and-outers exist — barely. Unkempt per- 


sons, mostly men, incredibly manage to keep going day after 
day amid broken beer bottles, and long soup lines. Now that 
the snow and cold has hit their life would seem insufferable. 


It's the afternoon rush hour. Autos are headed through the 


stubborn traffic at rush hour toward the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway and the trip to the suburbs. 


TWO MEN, drunk, in nothing more than shirtsleeves on a 


25-degree day, are doing a death dance in the middle of the 
street; only one of them is the victim. 


He is shuffling backwards, away from the grasp of his 


attacker, who is stashing at him with a small, but lethal 
knife. Jab. Jab. Blood drips from the victim's arm. Another 
trust. More blood, this time from the man's face. His face is 
being carved into thin strips by the swordlike swipes. Another 
time. And another. 


Retreating, the victim, pleading for his life, Is slammed 


into by a passing car. The fender clips him in the leg. He is 
thrown back toward the knife. Again he is slashed across the 
face. It is covered with blood. So is the hood of the passing 
auto. 


As abruptly as the knife-attacking incident appeared to be- 


gin, it ended. It lasted about a minute. The man with the 
blade turned to Join his buddy watching from the curbside 
across the street. They nod to each other, then walk off. 


THE VICTIM, cradling his face between his hands, dodges 


the westbound autos to get to the sidewalk. He calls after his 
attacker, then trots toward the two men and joins them in 
conversation. The three of them walk off together. 


It may have been a minor quarrel between the two men, 


something maybe as insignificant-sounding as an argument 
over a last cigarette out of the package. But it was, at least 
to the one man, a life-death matter. Made more meaningful 
because of their existence.

"The days of glad expansion are gone,

President Woodrow Wilson spoke these 


words in 1896. The president of Western 
Illinois University used 'them last fall to 
explain cutbacks in the state budget for 
higher education to his faculty. 


College enrollment is declining and the 


budgets for higher education in the state 
are getting tighter. In short there are not 
enough students and not enough dollars. 
As a result the cost of a college educa- 
tion is rapidly rising. 


No one seems to have the answer to 


this problem but some educators believe 
the solution will involve a basic change 
in the Illinois system of higher education. 
As it is now, the state colleges, univer- 
sities and community colleges offer 
many of the same courses and are de- 
signed to serve many of the same stu- 
dents. As a result, programs and facil- 
ities are duplicated on various campuses 
and colleges are competing for students 
to justify a need for programs and facil- 
ities. 


AS ROBERT LAHTI. president of Har- 


per College, puts it, "Everybody is doing 
the same damn thing." Colleges and uni- 
versities are "trying to teach everybody, 
when there aren't enough students and 
there isn't enough money," he says. 


Lahti advocates a "division of labor" 


among the state four-year colleges and 
universities and community colleges "so 
we won't be competing for the same stu- 
dents, and we won't be duplicating the 
same services." 


The division of labor could be accom- 


plished in two basic ways — by dividing 
the student population among the various 
schools or by limiting the programs of- 
fered by each school. If programs were 
limited, each school could be given a set 
of programs in which to specialize. A 
student wanting to enroll in a certain 
program would then have to attend a 
particular school. 


On the other hand, the student popu- 


lation could be divided by imposing rigid 
admissions standards wh'ch would place 
a student in a school according to his 
academic ability. 


ONE OF THE most well-known sys- 


tems of higher education in the nation is 
in California. There the system is divided 
into three kinds of institutions, univer- 
sities, state colleges and community col- 
leges. Universities, such as the Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles and the 
University of California at Berkeley, ad- 
mit only the students who graduate at 
the top of their high school classes, and 
have the facilities to handle only the 
most talented people in the state. 


California's state colleges admit stu- 


dents who graduate lower in their class 
and the community colleges admit any- 
one with a high school diploma. It is con- 
ceivable in California that a student may 
begin in a community college and later 
seek admission to a state college or uni- 
versity. 


The California system works well, says 


Lahti, because the role of each institution 
is defined and the schools do not compete 
with each other for the same students. 
The California system "would be helpful 
in Illinois, says Lahti, but any system 


dividing the functions of higher education 
would be better than duplication. 


THERE IS SOME evidence of division 


of labor in the Illinois sytem already but 
it isn't as well defined as in California. 
The University of Illinois has been given 
a high priority in the state higher educa- 
tion budget for years, to the chagrin of 
many educators in the other state univer- 
sities. 


"The University of Illinois competes in 


the national market. The other univer- 
sities do not," says Henry Williams, dep- 
uty director for fiscal affairs of the state 
board of higher education. The other 
state universities are "less distinguished 
and less complicated," he says. 


There also is some evidence of special- 


ization of programs in the state colleges 
and universities. The board of higher 
education approves only certain pro- 
grams for certain schools. In 1971 the 
state board designated seven universities 
for extensive graduate programs and 
agreed to phase out graduate programs 
in the other colleges and universities. 


The board recommended that the Uni- 


versity of Illinois at Champaign continue 
as a "full-scale university," that the Uni- 
versity of Illinois—Chicago Circle focus 
on urban problems, that Northern Illinois 
University concentrate on business, edu- 
cation, humanities, social science and 
natural science programs, that Southern 
Illinois University create & law school 
and broaden its programs in training of 
vocational education teachers, and that 
Illinois State University continue to train 
elementary and secondary school teach- 
ers. 


There also is some specialization on 


the community college level. The Illi- 
nois Community College Board approves 
vocational programs, which are ex- 
pensive, only if other community col- 
leges in a given area don't offer tha 
same courses. For example, Oakton 
Community College in Morton Grove has 
sought approval of a registered nursing 
program for several years but the stale 
won't approve it because other commu- 
nity colleges in the area offer registered 
nursing programs. Oakton must send its 
students to other schools to enroll in 
those courses. 


HOWEVER, THE POLICIES dividing 


the functions of each school seem to be 
made in a hit or miss fashion. The prob- 
lem with the Illinois system is that it is 
unclear, even to the educators operating 
the colleges and universities, according 
to Lahti. Educators can't make plans for 


(•their institutions because they don't 


know what the state's plans are, he 
says. "The planning parameters should 
be known to everyone." 


Perhaps the problem is intentional. 


The first master plan for Illinois higher 
education, written in 1964, says other 
states "tend to establish rather rigid lim- 
its that can be changed only through 
some exceptionally difficult procedure. 
Our educational system has grown to its 
current dimensions and quality by allow- 
ing each institution to develop freely the 
programs in which it has outstanding 
faculty resources and competence. None 
of the three master plan advisory com- 
mittees advocated a system of rigidly de- 
fined differential programs and func- 
tions." 


The 1964 plan also says "each in- 


stitution should consciously attempt to be 
different from any other, and to excel in 


a limited number of programs." What 
the plan doesn't say is how that can be 
done. 


WRITERS OF THE third master plan, 


dated 1971, attempted to solve the prob- 
lem of duplication with a 
"collegiate 


common market" system. Private and 
public colleges and universities would es- 
tablish cooperative programs under this 
system and although one university may 
specialize in a particular program, it 
would offer courses in that program in 
colleges and universities throughout the 
state. Ideally, says the plan, any student 
in Illinois "would have access to the re- 
sources of the entire system " 


For instance, a student who wishes to 


enroll in a teacher training program of- 
fered at Illinois State University in Nor- 
mal, could conceivably take courses in 
the program at the Circle campus of the 
University of Illinois in Chicago. 


The colleges and universities under the 


common market system no longer would 
be competing for programs because they 
would share them, says Michael Smith. 
assistant to the executive director of the 
Illinois Board of Higher Education. But 
the common market system has not been 
implemented. "It doesn't exist, Smith 
says, "because the institutions just 
haven't taken the lead in doing it." Most 
college and university administrators 
hope then- school will someday be the 
University of Illinois, says Smith. 


THOSE ASPIRATIONS may be the key 


to solving problems in the Illinois system 
of higher education and may be the rea- 
son that efforts to divide colleges and 
•universities 
into sepaarte functions 


have never gotten off the ground. It is 
not easy to tell an administrator in a 
state university that his university is not 
one o£ the great universities in the coun-

try and, furthermore, never will be. 


Planning for higher education in Illi- 


nois is "now more of a political process 
than a rational planning process," says 
Lahti Change in higher education should 
come from outside the system, by a 
board that coordinates all the univer- 
sities and community colleges in the 
state, he says. The state can't afford to 
spend more money on education, espe- 
cially when enrollments are declining, 
and the student can no longer afford to 
pay the rising costs of operating the uni- 
versities, he added. 


If change does not come, Lahti says, 


"We'll be more inefficient and expen- 
sive than we can justify, and the public 
is going to pay through the nose."

Kurt Roderer builds instruments 


as they originally were crafted

"The electric-pneumatic organ is like the Edsel — a new 


idea that didn't work out." 


Kurt Roderer chuckles as he makes this comparison in his 


strong German accent because to him, a master organ build- 
er, the concept of the electric-pneumatic organ is every bit as 
obsolete as the Edsel is to American auto makers. 


Time out now for a definition of terms. The electric-pneu- 


matic organ is the pipe organ that has been traditional in 
churches since the turn of the century. It is not to be confused 
with the electronic organ, the modern technological gadget 
that' is regarded by most pipe organ builders the way a dia- 
mond cutter might regard costume jewelry. 


But the electric-pneumatic pipe organ is now being eclipsed 


by a return to the mechanical (tracker) action pipe organ, 
which is the original form of the instrument, dating back to 
the second century A.D. And Roderer, of Evanston. is one of 
the half dozen organ builders in this country who are building 
these organs again. 


BORN IN GERMANY in 1935, Roderer became apprenticed 


to the Gebr, Spaeth organ firm in Wuertemberg at the age of 
14. After learning the art of organ building, Roderer in 1953 
joined the Flentrop Organ Co. in Zaandam, Holland, a builder 
renowned throughout Europe for producing and restoring me- 
chanical action organs. 


During his three years at Flentrop, Roderer was involved in 


the restoration of two historic organs built by a famous 18th 
century organ builder. Roderer made all the reed pipes for 
these organs, on which the well-known organist E. Power 
Biggs has made several recordings. 


In 1956 Roderer came to the United States to work with this 


country's only builder of tracker organs at that time, Otto 
Hoffman, in Austin, Tex. 


Hoffman, Roderer said, was then initiating the organ reform 


movement in this country, which lagged about 10 years be- 
hind Europe in rediscovering the mechanical action organ. 


IN 195!) RODERER WENT to the Schlicker Organ Co. in 


Buffalo N. Y., as a voicer and tonal finisher of organs. Seven 
years later, at the age of 31, Roderer became organ builder in 
residence at Northwestern University and founded his own 
organ company in Evanston. 


With five craftsmen all trained by him, Roderer has built 


mechanical action organs for universities, churches and pri-

crafted by him and his assistants in 
their workshop in Evanston. 


vate residences in Illinois, Indiana. Wisconsin. Minnesota, 
Michigan and Missouri. Today he has contracts for new or- 
gans extending through mid-1976. 


His materials — pipes, wind systems, mechanical action 


parts — all are ordered from Germany. The wooden pipes 
and the organ mechanism are all made in his shop. 


The procedure begins with architectural drawings and full- 


scale blueprints for the organ in its proposed setting. Then 
construction of the chests begins, using only the finest oak 
and poplar lumber. Groovings are cut for each pipe, valves 
are made and the stop action is crafted out of plastics. 


"ALONG WITH THE OLD proven methods, we use modern 


materials that will not be affected by changes in temperature 
and humidity," Roderer explained. But plastic and aluminum 
are used ''only for functional parts not subject to great 
stress." And, unlike many manufacturers who use plastic- 
covered pine for the keys, Roderer uses only ebony and rose- 
wood 


Finally, the case is constructed around the organ. The case, 


Roderer explained, "must be designed to give maximum 
sound reflection. The wood must be thick enough not to vi- 
brate. The case is a very important part in determining the 
quality of the sound and the blending of the different ranks of 
pipes." 


Small and wiry, with a shock of black hair, Roderer speaks 


very rapidly and with quick motions as he describes his work. 
Each question seems to elicit from him new eagerness to 
share his understanding and appreciation of the mechanical 
pipe organ. 


WHY IS THIS KIND OF organ so esteemed by classical 


organists? Is this renaissance simply nostalgic, or is there a 
reason to go back to the tracker organ? 


As Roderer and other devotees realize, the mechanical ac- 


tion organ is more responsive because the musician has di- 
rect control over the sound from the pipes. 


When an organist depresses a key on this type of organ, he 


actually pulls a "tracker" or wire, which in turn opens the 
valve in the pipe and lets the wind through, producing sourd. 
On an electric-pneumatic organ, however, depression of the 
key simply sends an electrical signal which activates an auto- 
matic mechanism to open the pipe valve 


The mechanical action organ. Roderer added "can operate 


on lower wind pressure, thus producing a much more refined 
and clear tone not overblown, as on the electric-pneumatic " 


AND THEN, MUSICALITY ASIDE, Roderer and his col- 


leagues point to the economic factor. Particularly in the case 
of churches looking for a new organ, Roderer asks, "Why not 
get an instrument that will last an indefinite amount of time 
rather than one that must be replaced or rebuilt in 25 years?" 


The durability of mechanical action organs is incontestable 


in the face of such organs 400 to 500 more years old that 
still play. 
- 


"I worked on an organ built in 1509 that is still working 


with major restoration," Roderer recalled. 


Moreover, these organs require little if any maintenance. 


According to Roderer, the only parts that may have to be 
replaced in 40 or 50 years, are the bellows and electric motor. 
In comparison, the electric-pneumatic organs "use electrical 
contacts which burn out. and a diaphragm in the pipes which 
is always in motion and will give out in 20 to 25 years." 


ACCORDING TO Roderer. his small organs take up no 


more space than an upright piano; none of them uses more 
than one-third the space of an electric-pneumatic. 


While he declines even to discuss electronic organs on the 


grounds they simply cannot be compared with a pipe organ, 
Roderer noted that many of the small organs he builds for 
churches are replacing electronic organs about 10 years old. 


He defers all other questions on that subject to a com- 


parative study of electronic organs and pipe organs published 
recently by Evanston organist Devon G. Hollingsworth. 


Nothing that the life-expectancy of an electronic instrument 


"will be only as good as your television set, your radio or 
your automobile," Hollingsworth compared the cost of one 
model electronic organ (based on 1971 prices) at S12.000 to 
$16.000. to a pipe organ of similar size at 83,400 to $8.000. In 
addition, maintenance on the electronic organ, Hollingsworth 
said, ran $1.000 a year. 


But to people like Kurt Roderer — as well as Hollingsworth 


— cost is really beside the point. For them, building, playing, 
hearing a fine mechanical pipe organ is an artistic experience 
that can be neither duplicated by nor compared to anything 
else in the world.

"But why would anyone buy an old 


used ttoi'n rug if they can get a new 
one?" I have been asked. I feel rather 
like the magnate who was asked how 
much a yacht like his cost "If you have 
to ask, don't ask." 


There is something about the faded, 


muted, yet still glowing jewel-tike colors 
of an old Oriental rug which lends inter- 
est and beauty to any interior, no matter 
what the style of furnishing. Such a rug 
"goes" with Early American (because 
that's the kind of rug Early Americans 
had!» with chrome and glass modern and 
with any sort of traditional. I feel my 
tugs even enhance my Early Marriage 
Eclectic. 


The Oriental rug. prized today for its 


beauty and remarkable wearing quali- 
ties, was used in the Orient and Asia not 
only as a floor covering, but also as a 
wall hanging, bedding and 
furniture. 


Rudolph Valentino covered his tent walls 
and floors with sumptuous rugs, copying 
the style of the desert nomad who rolled 
up Ins furniture and took it along every 
time he moved out. 


lU'G MAKING is still done with 


primitive methods, and in the mountains 
of Western Asia, where the art achieved 
perfection, descendants still carry on the 
work much as their fathers did. True 
Oriental rugs are made entirely by hand. 
Warp threads of strong cotton or wool 
are woven and knotted with weft (cross- 
wise) threads of wool or silk or com- 
binations of threads, then the knots and 
to eft» are pushed together tightly with a

metal comb. The knots of different colors 
jnake the design, and the patterns in- 
clude floral, geometric, animal and other 
symbols which all have meaning to the 
weaver. 


Generally, no sort of pattern is used, 


for the weaver lias the pattern in his 
head and may change or embellish it as 
he goes along. Some of my rugs, al- 
though they may appear identical at ci- 
ther end, upon closer scrutiny, vary 
slightly in design and color. Sometimes, 
one end appears much closer and 
crowded than the other, indicating that 
the weaver ran out of room for his begin- 
ning design and had to reduce it as he 
neared the end. 


ORIENTAL RUGS are named for the 


districts in which they are made, and 
there are sis main groups: Indian. Chi- 
nese, Caucasian, Turkestan, Turkish and 
Persian. However, there are many sub- 
groups. 


A good Oriental rug is truly a good 


investment. Many things are touted as 
good investments today, but I really feel 
that such a rug can be used and enjoyed 
through generations. 
With 
reasonable 


care (frequent vacuuming and proper 
cleaning) it will never lose its value, but 
only increase as it achieves more and 
more antique status.

THE GOD-KINGS & THE TITANS 


by JAMES BAILEY 


St. Muf tin's Pi'tss $D.95 


James Baltey leaps to so many con- 


clusions in this book that it would bo 
wise for the reader to first master the 
sport cf pole vaulting — for that is what 
it takes to follow the man's logic. 


The premise of "God-Kings & Ti- 


tans" is that the modern discovery of the 
New World might have come with Co- 
lumbus, but long before that intrepid 
Italian sighted the new shore, gener- 
ations of sea peoples had ventured here 
and then had moved, not into history as 
has, Columbus, but into myth and legend. 


Bailey contends there Is ample evi- 


dence that during the Bronze and Copper 
ages the thirst for metal was so great 
among the peoples of the Mediterranian 
and the Far East they sought new mines 
and brought new cultures to the Amer- 
icas. 


Bailey, who is an amateur archcologist 


and anthropoligst. knows much of estab- 
lished archeology scoffs at his ideas. 


TO HIS DETKACTORS he raises point 


after point of proof for his thesis — and 
with such determination and elan pretty 
soon you find yourself on nls side, hoping 
to become a believer with him that we 
are all ju&t tiny flecks on the sea of an- 
tiquity and that all that is new to us has 
been known to giant, courageous breeds 
of men eons before. 


The question arises, if this thick, illus- 


trated book is simply set forth to ptove 
that Columbus was a Joltnny-come-lately 
of epic proportions, why bother? 


Why read a book so encrusted with ar- 


guments in favor of vanisned races that 
you practically have to pull an atlas, 
alongside to find the ointment he's talk- 
ing about? 


One answer is that it is fun. Author 


Bailey is taking us on a speculative voy- 
age into the dawn of some prehistoric 
day with the Images of reed ships with 
sun gods on their sails coming out be- 
tween the Pillars of Hercules. 


If Bailey is only half right and theie 


were men of the Bronze Age who sailed 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans under 
tiny sails, they must have been god-kings 
and titans. 


I HOPE HE is right. I hope it is true 


that ancient Carthago had a colony in 
Central America and that Japanese and 
Chinese traders came to Peru, or that 
Phoenician sailors began a race of white, 
redhalred Indians In the Americas. 


In any event, true or false, this is a 


book for people caged in by the city or 
suburbs, afraid to catch cold if they go 
out on a winter day.

It never occurred ts me before reading 


this book that accountants have to have 
some fun, too. 


When you think of It, It makes sense. 


Just as railroad men traditionally listen

vacation, it stands to reason that accoun- 
tants and business analysts must pore 
over old mortgage papers to get a 
chuckle out of someone's financial folly a 
century or more ago. 


Such a man must be Robert Sobel. who 


has compiled in his most recent book a 
detailed history of all the times people 
went wacky over money. And when I 
mean detailed, only an accountant would 
appreciate the meaning of the word. 


What do you want to know? The per 


cent of return of profits to the Carnegie 
brothers. 1881-1886? A profile of how Lit- 
ton Industries took the top off con- 
glomerate zeal in the 1960s? Or how 
about the number of passengers riding 
the Florida East Coast line before the 
turn of (lie century? 


SOBEL HAS ALL that and more in the 


"Money Manias," but for you non-ac- 
countants it is not as bad as it sounds. 


In fact, Sobcl has compiled a fairly 


readable volume on the events which 
took this country's money men and made 
them giddy. Here is the story of Van- 
dalia. a new land promised for some 
speculators in much of what is now Ohio 
and neighboring states. And th°n there is 
the story of a guy named Flagler and the 
great Florida land boom of the late ICOOs 
when that state of mangrove swamp and 
alligators really got going — financially, 


Sobel concludes the book with a look at 


the disease of conglomeritis which ramp- 
aged through America's business com- 
munity until 1969. And in every instance, 
from the very earliest money mania until 
the most recent, there seem to be ways 
for people of money and daring to make 
a bundle, despite the other guys they 
trample on. 


In all. a book that takes some work to 


read, but is more interesting than ex- 
pected. Road it and grow rich.

With the passing of each year, review- 


ers get to do one of their more fun 
things — write up their list of "best" or 
"favorites."' 


This wilt be my third such list. As usu- 


al. I had some difficulty in separating 
my personal preferences from pure qual- 
ity. But I think the following list of 13 
albums that were on my "best album 
list" wilt include records that other 
reviewers will name. Some of the albums

1. "Goodbye Yellow Brick Road" by 


Elton John (MCA records). No other al- 
bum grabbed my attention so much on 
first listening.

1 "QUAOROPHEMA" by The Who 


(Track/MCA). Perhaps the most suc- 
cessful "concept album" since the Beat- 
les' "Sgt. Pepper's Lonely Hearts Club 
•Band." Not as easy to get Into as John's 
album, it does prove to be more reward- 
able. It is a genuine rock classic. 


3. "New York Dolls" by The New York 


Dolls (Mercury). Slam-bam debut album 
by New York City's favorites. One of the 
rocWngest albums of the year by one of 
the glitter bands. High energy sounds of 
urban decadence. 


4. "Yessongs" by Yes (Atlantic). This 


British electronic band proves every bit 
as good in these live recordings as they 
did in their earlier studio albums. 


5. "Mott" by Molt the Hoople (Colum- 


bia). David Bowie may have paved the 
way with "All the Young Dudes." but 
this album proves Mott can do it on their

6. "1NNERVISIONS" by Stevie Wonder 


(Tamla). The soul album of the year. 
Wonder continues to progress into a tal- 
ented and sensitive song writer. His per- 
formance continues above average. 


7. "Ringo" by Ringo Starr (Apple). In 


a year marking the 10th anniversary of 
the Beatles, this album came the closest 
to actually getting the old group together 
as all of the former Fab Four contrib- 
uted. Ringo shows improvement as a 
singer, too. 


8. "Band On the Run" by Paul 


M c C a r t n e y and Wings (Apple). 
McCartney surprises by doing a fine al- 
bum with some solid songs. Meanwhile, 
John Lennon and George Harrison stick 
to formulas that have worked for them in 
the past. 


9. "The Dark Side of the Moon" by 


Pink Floyd (Harvest). Another British 
electronic band whose cult following here 
have pushed them to great success in 
America this year. Innovative, they even 
make music out of a heartbeat. 


10. "The Six Wives of Henry VIII" by 


Rick Wakeman (A&M). The keyboard 
wizard from the group Yes paints musi- 
cal portraits of six regal ladies. Melodic 
and intriguing, Wakeman proves his 
mastery of several instruments.

1 WHS hospitalized 
in January (or three weeks and had 
three blood transfusions. In April my 
X-rays were negative. I ha>c asked my 
doctor, who Is a \try busy man. what I 
can cat and he hand* me the same diet 
sheet 1 had before.

Porter returns with Illini matmen 


The architect is coming home. 
Tom Porter, the man who designed one 


of the most successful high school wres- 
tling programs in Illinois, returns Satur- 
day with his latest creation. 


Porter, who built Hersey Into a state 


wrestling champion, will bring his first 
University of Illinois team to the Arling- 
ton Heights school. 


In a spccinl showcase of Big 10 wres- 


tling Saturday, Illinois will meet the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota at 4:31) on the Mer- 
sey High School mats. The college meet 
will follow Mersey's 2 p.m. duel with Do 
Kalb, but the gymnasium must be 
cleared 
following 
the 
Hersey 
meet. 


NCAA rules require clearance because 
no high school passes will be honored for 
the college attraction. Rearimlsslon will 
be charged. 


This is Porter's first season as the 


head man at Illinois. It's a difficult job 
for this wrestling architect, but he under- 
stood the challenge when he accepted the 
Illini post. 


Illinois has not had a winning dual 


meet season since the 1D64 squad posted

a 7-64 record or a first division Big 
10 finish since the '65 team wound up 
fourth. The Illini have been 10th In the 
Big 10 the past two seasons and have not 
had an individual league champion in 13 
years.

the building blocks of most college 


athletic programs arc scholarship, and 


Illinois is at rock-bottom in Its issuance 
of athletic grants for wrestling. Iowa, for 
example, Is operating on the basis of 24 
scholarships for wrestling, although a 
Big 10 rule will make Ifi full scholarships 
the limit. Illinois currently has S'/s at the 
most. 


Although the challenge is a difficult 


one, and the building process extremely 
arduous, Porter obviously has gained the 
respect of his wrestlers in these early 
stages of the first season. That is vital in 
any rebuilding. 


"I think we are very definitely on the 


upswing," says talented Illini heavy- 
weight Palmer Klaas from Rockford. 
"As far as the styles and the basics of 
teaching are concerned, there's no real 
change between coach Robinson (former 
head man Jack Robinson) and coach 
Porter. 


"But coach Porter seems to really 


know how to break up practices. When 
we are at a low point, he seems to come 
up with something to mix it up. Our 
team spirit is really up. 


"Coach Porter has brought in some 


real good prospects," Klaas contin- 
ued. "We need recruiting and that's one 
of the things we lacked before. This defi- 
nitely is a building team." 


Klaas is the wrestler who just may 


keep Illinois freshman Kevin Pancratz, a 
Mersey High School product, from com- 
peting Saturday before the home crowd. 
An ankle injury sidelined Klaas before 
the semester break, but lie could be back 
in action against Minnesota. 


Pancratz, who also plays football for 


Illinois, was the state heavyweight run- 
nerup on the mats at Hersey, and he's 
been giving the 6-foot-3, 230-pound Klaas 


some stiff battles. 


"At the beginning of the season, the 


team had a wrestle-off at Hersey and I 
beat Kevin pretty good," Klaas recalls. 
"But since then he's really started to 
come along. He's gotten in better shape 
since football and I really have to hustle. 
I can't let up one minute. That's what I 
really need; someone to push me all the 
time." 


Klaas, the senior, and Pancratz, the 


freshman, represent the transition from 
one coaching era to another. Illinois' re- 
turn to wrestling prominence may take 
time, and several 
strong recruiting 


years, but they picked a winner to build 
the program. 


Tom Porter has been through this 


building process before, and he designed 
a winner at Hersey.

I believe the American Legion of Ar- 


lington Heights has defaulted on the 
area's baseball players. 


How can any organization that re- 


ceived so much local, state, and national 
press over the years because of their 
product (meaning their baseball teams) 
'disregard the ambitions of players who 
want to be associated with such an or- 
ganization? 


Mr. Meyer, the coach, has never been 


known to shelve his opinions. I'm sure 
this man was standing alone at the Le- 
gion meetings when discussion about how 
the team should be run was verbalized. 


Let's face it, people prefer to be identi- 


fied with the majority of their fellow 
members when it comes to taking sides 
on an ' issue. They will disregard the 
known views of experts after it is clear 
how most members of the group are 
thinking. They can also be expected to 
support more willingly the statements of 
individuals whom they like rather than 
admire, and to take a stronger interest 
in arguments involving personalities than 
those dealing with the merits of an issue. 


In a sense, a very real sense, many of 


our area baseball players are losing out 
because of potential college scholarships 
and an early "look see" by the pro 
scouts. They are at every tournament. 


The boys are going to miss the talents 


of a great coach in that of Mr. Meyer; a 
man who helped develop some present 
day pros. His philosophy as I saw it the 
two years my son played for him was 
that the players maintain a winning spir- 
it. If the team lost, he would think and 
talk over the cause of the defeat and 
make sure that the same cause never 
defeats him again. (This could almost be 
the Post's creed, couldn't it be?) 


Coach Meyer contantly 
worked to 


avoid mistakes with his players. If an 
intelligent mistake was made where the 
player makes the correct maneuver, but 


fails to carry out the play because of 
some unforeseen circumstance, he would 
forgive, but work to eliminate. If a wild 
mistake was made, usually out of care- 
lessness, he could not condone, even if it 
has been successful. 


His teams always showed "hustle" and 


was himself a living example of en- 
thusiasm. He stressed the importance of 
having confidence in themselves 
and 


their ability. He never let his players 
have a complete feeling of satisfaction 
with their performance. He always at- 
tempted to improve their play in every 
game. His players were always learning 
right down to the last out of any game. 


I would say his most important trait as 


a coach was his ability to teach them to 
play up to their potential no matter what 
this potential is, and to teach them to do 
their best and never be satisfied with 
what they are but to strive to be as good 
as they can be if they tried harder. He 
can make any team competitive. 


Yes sir, Post 208 blew it; a great pro- 


gram and a great coach.

No one has 
named this play as yet so we are going 
to call it the "Bracket" play as you place 
the dummy's card in brackets.

He looks over dummy and sees 
that his side will need two club tricks to 
beat four spades. A club lead is clearly 
indicated. Twenty-five years ago East 
would lead the deuce. South would play 
his six spot.

Policeman let go 
after alleged 
drunken driving

Wheeling Police Chief Peter Guttilla 


hag ordered an Investigation into allega- 
tions thai, one of his lieutenants was 
twice found driving while intoxicated the 
week of Dee. 16. 


According to Buffalo Grove police, 


Wheeling Lt. Bonald G. Nelson was 
stopped ontie white driving through that 
village and was found a second time with 
his car partially off the road just beyond 
the Buffalo Grove village limit. Both 
times Nelson apparently "had been 
drinking/' Buffalo Grove police said, 


Nelson said he did have contact with 


Buffalo Grove police on the two occa- 
sions mentioned, but denied driving while 
intoxicated. Me was off duty on both oc- 
casions. 


BUFFALO GROVE Police Chief Harry 


Walsh said, however, his policemen told 
him that Nelson was drinking before both 
incidents. Walsh since has sent a letter 
to Nelson warning him not to place a 
Buffalo Grove policeman in an embar- 
rassing position again and should anoth- 
er such incident occur Nelson would be 
subject to the same consequences as any 
other citizen. 


Walsh said his letter did not directly 


mention drinking but referred to Nel- 
son's conduct in general terms. Walsh 
also said Nelson never was given any 
tests to determine whether he was legal- 
ly drunk nor was he charged in either 
incident. 


In the first incident, cither Dec. 16 or 


Dee. IT, Nelson was stopped by a Buffalo 
Grove policeman who suggested he "fill 
up" with coffee. In explaining why no 
arrest was made, Walsh said action is 
descretionary in such cases. He added 
that a certain amount of courtesy exists 
between policemen of different depart- 
ments, too. 


NELSON tOLO The Herald that on 


that occasion he was stopped by a Buf- 
falo Grove policeman who was a person- 
al friend and they both went to the Gold- 
en Bear Restaurant. 1330 W. Dundee Hd.f 
to eat. 


According to Buffalo Grove police, Nel- 


son probably would have been arrested 
as a result of the second incident, but the 
question did not arise as the incident oc- 
curred on Dundee Road, just east of the 
Buffalo Grove boundary and in Wheeling 
jurisdiction. This was at 2:21 a.m. Dec. 
20. 


Nelson said of this incident, "No way 


was 1 driving while intoxicated." He ex- 
plained that it was snowing at the time 
and a plow was coming toward him. He 
said he thought the plow might hit his car 
so he "eased over/- The car's right front 
wheel went over the edge of the roadway 
created by the current road-widening 
project. 


AS FOR THE letter from Walsh, Nel- 


son said It concerned 'his having "some 
words with his (Walsh's) officer that 
weren't too gentlemanly. I kinda lost my 
cool," Nelson said. He added that at the 
time he was tired and cold and his car

door had been kept open by the Buffalo 
Grove policeman.

apology, "Nelson said. 


Guttilia said Wednesday, "I'm in-

Nelson was called in to the po- 
lice station to write out a report on the 
incidents for Guttilla Wednesday after- 
noon, even though he was on vacation at 
the time.

Don't pity the 


If you think stand-in teachers are babysitters, 


you're not well acquainted with local program

She walks into a classroom and imme- 


diately the kids begin nudging each oth- 
er, whispering excitedly. 


"Oh boy, a substitute teacher!" 
"Don't worry about not getting that 


math done, Joe. You've got it made!" 


"Hey, let's tell her we have a three- 


heur recess on Thursdays!" 


BUT THE WOMAN who's stepping in 


today for the regular teacher in this 
classroom is not likely to be such an 
easy mark. 


Armed with the teacher's lesson plan 


for the day, this substitute is ready to get 
down to business. She's typical of the 90 
substitutes in School Dlst. 21 whose job it 
is to make sure that learning continues 
even when the usual teacher can't be 
there. 


Dist. 21 serves Wheeling, 
Buffalo 


Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


Alt certified teachers, the substitutes in 


Dist. 21 are not babysitters, easily taken 
in by the guile of students who protest 


"we've already covered that material" 
(no matter what it is) and contend 
that "our teacher always lets us chew 
gum." 


"I wouldn't do it if it meant just baby- 


sitting.1' said Virginia Woods, who's been 
subbing in the district for the past six 
years. "The kids will always try to put 
something over on you at first — any 
red-blooded American kid will try to see 
what he can get away with — but after 
that initial period of adjustment, most 
kids cooperate." 


LIKE MANY substitute teachers, Mrs. 


Woods decided to go back to teaching on 
a part-time basis after her three sons 
were grown. The pay is reasonable ($25 
per day) and she doesn't mind being on 
call. 


With a lunch packed the night before 


ready to grab from the refrigerator, Mrs. 
Woods is up and dressed early every 
day, expecting to be called to teach. The 
pone can ring anytime between 6 and 
10:30 a.m. and does several times a 
week. 


Substituting is a good way for teachers 


to keep in touch with the changing meth- 
ods and new trends in education, said 
Pat Trausch, another veteran sub in 
Dist. 21 of about five years. 


"I really feel that I've gotten a good 


review of my education by substituting," 
Mrs. Trausch said. "I've been thinking 
about getting a fulltime teaching job and 
really thought I'd have to go back to 
school to get caught up. But I've learned 
all the new methods and used the texts 
and I think I'll be a better techer for 
teaching under a variety of circum- 
stances, too." 


THE CURRENT teacher surplus ac- 


counts for a large number of young sub- 
stitutes in the district who have been 
unable to secure permanent positions, 
according to Steve Stavrakas, Dist. 21 
administrative assistant for staff and 
public relations. 


The surplus also allows the district to 


employ substitutes that are very quali- 
fied. Some such as Mrs. Trausch even 
have master's degrees in education.

Stavrakas said the number of substitutes 
in the district is higher than ever before 
and school officials are able to place 
subs in grades the instructors feel they 
can most effectively teach. 


"We insist that teachers have a well 


set series of lesson plans in all 17 build- 
ings in the district," Stavrakas said. "If 
a substitute teacher is able to review 
those materials, she can provide a pretty 
good educational program for that day. 
That's our goal — to keep the education- 
al program going."

must be made in peison at 113 N. ClarK

the picnic is held. 


Last year the district issued almost 


9,000 permits, Mrs. Callozzo said. The 
permits allowed an estimated 2.5 million 
persons to use the forest preserves, coun- 
ty figures show. 


The figures represent an increase of 


about 1,000 permits over the number is- 
sued in 1972, a jump which was among 
the highest in recent years, she said.

Morton H. Kaplan, director of informa- 


tion sendees for Cook County Schools 
Sttpt. Richard Martwick, said his office 
"is going to take some action within the 
next 48 hours" against Dist. 62. 


"The code is pretty clear on requiring 


that administrators' salaries be included 
in the financial statement," he said. 


Water rate hike 
will bring cost 
to area average 
& 


Even with the proposed 43 per cent In- 


crease in city water rates, DCS Plaines 
residents would be paying about the 
same for taking a shower as people in 
neighboring communities. 


The eity council sewer and water com- 


mittee reviewed a list Wednesday night 
of rates in 15 communities and found the 
proposed rate would put Des Plaines 
right in the middle. 


The council is considering Increasing 


local rates to pay for a proposed major 
water system improvement project and a 
30 per cent increase in the cost of water 
purchased from the City of Chicago. 


The comparison of towns was based on 


a figure calculated on a family's yearly 
consumption of 02,23ft gallons. The aver- 
age Des Plaines family of five would pay 
$62.91 per year under the new rate. Des 
Plaines supplements the water pur- 
chased from Chicago with well water. 


A SIMILAR Mount Prospect family, 


according to the table, will pay $69.1D. 
Mount Prospect pumps its water from 
wells. 


A family of five in Park Ridge, which 


buys all of its water from Chicago, will 
pay a yearly bill of $68.11, according to 
the table. 


Other community figures were listed 


as: Arlington Heights, $58.12 (well wa- 
ter); Morton Grove, $73.80 (Chicago wa- 
ter); Niles, $59.96 under their present 
rate and $77.49 under a proposed new 
rate (Chicago water): Hosemont, $59.96 
under their present rate and $73.80 under 
a proposed new rate (Chicago water). 


The committee decided not to make 


any recommendation at Monday night's 
city council meeting concerning adoption 
of the proposed Increase. Instead they 
will present a condensed report to the 
council and ask that a special meeting be 
held Monday, Jan. 14 so a thorough study 
can be made. 


THE COUNCIL Is reviewing recom- 


mendations submitted by city consultant 
Edward Benjamin. The new rates are ex- 
pected to be adopted at the Jan. 14 meet- 
ing after technical changes in the report 
are reviewed. 


At the committee meeting Wednesday,

Moonlighting 


Police, firemen fill off-duty hours with jobs 


by JOHN MAES 


During their off-duty hours, a lot of 


Des Plaines firemen 
and 
policemen 


moonlight in secondary jobs — doubling 
as 
electricians, 
carpenters, 
security 


guards and real estate salesmen. 


Both city departments allow moonlight- 


ing in certain types of after-hours em- 
ployment. In addition to those who attend 
school, it is estimated that between 30 
and 40 per cent of policemen moonlight 
while another 75 per cent of the fire- 
fighters take second jobs. 


According to police Lt. Mike Clark no 


written policy exists regarding moon- 
lighting, "but sworn employes are told 
that any type of off-duty employment 
they desire or accept will be scruti- 
nized." 


HE SAID POLICE officials try to de- 


termine whether the second job is ac- 
ceptable before approving it. "We use 
the criteria of would 'the job reflect on 
the well being of the department." 


Jobs deemed unacceptable are those 


that "would or may lead to a com- 


promising situation, according to Clark 
who mentioned bartending, driving tax- 
icabs, pumping gas and handling money 
as unacceptable jobs. 


He said, however, some patrolmen 


double in jobs at local banks "where 
they might transport money but not 
handle it." 


Most moonlighting policemen do so to 


supplement their incomes and the major- 
ity of secondary jobs are arranged 
through the department, Clark said. Usu- 
ally, the jobs include drive-in restaurants 
and banks looking for security police and 
major companies for traffic 
direction 


when their employes leave work for the 
day. 


POLICEMEN, 
AT their discretion, 


may choose to wear their uniforms and 
carry their firearms. 


"They don't have to wear their uni- 


forms or their guns but they are consid- 
ered on duty 24 hours a day in the com- 
munity," Clark said. 


Most police moonlighting is found in 


the department's patrol ranks, said 


Clark. Most policemen above sergeant 
are called into meetings, attend training 
seminars and give speeches during off- 
duty hours. 


Also, first-year patrolmen 
are 
dis- 


couraged from taking outside jobs. "The 
entire first year includes a lot of formal 
schooling and field training and they do 
.quite a bit of studying." 


"IF IT'S FINANCIALLY possible," he 


said, "we recommend they devote as 
much time as possible to the job the first 
year." 


Clark described the viewpoint of Chief 


Arthur Hintz on moonlighting as "quite 
liberal. He has a lot of respect for the 
judgment of the people that work for 
him." 


In the fire department, the types of 


outside jobs a fireman can take are regu- 
lated, but the practice is by no means 
taboo. 


"THEY CAN'T BE involved in tending 


bar or selling tickets to race tracks but 
that's kind of universal in fire depart- 
ments," Fire Chief Donald Corey said.

approach $1 a gallon. 


AMOCO YESTERDAY raised 


its wholesale price of gasoline by 
5.8 cents a gallon to its dealers, 
who in turn passed the increases 
to their'customers. 


Standard Oil of Ohio raised its 


gasoline price 1 cent a gallon and 
heating oil 2 cents. Sun Oil Co. 
boosted gasoline 1 cent and heat- 
ing oil and diesel fuel 4 cents a 
gallon.

So you laughed at Elmer R. Tucker of 


Arlington Heights for spending New 
Year's Eve on the steps of the County 
Building waiting to get the first picnic 
permit Issued by the Cook County Forest 
Preserve District... 


Well, if you intend to get a permit for a 


Sunday summer afternoon for your com- 
pany picnic, the laugh's on you. 


With the first week of the new year 


barely gone, permits for all the summer 
holidays and Sundays have already been 
issued. The count as of yesterday stood 
at 721 permits issued. 


"1 would say all the good dates are 


gone," said Mary Callozzo. picnic permit 
supervisor for the district. Taken first 
every year in the permit grab are the 
Sunday dates in picnic groves that have 
shelters, she said. "We will probably 
have more requests for Sunday dates in 
groves with shelters, so there will be 
some that will have to take alternate 
areas and dates," she said. 


Alternate dates still are available on 


Saturdays in many groves, Mrs. Callozzo 
said. 


EVEN THOUGH the number of per- 


mits issued in the first three days of the 
year is high, Mrs. Callozzo said the total 
is less than for the same time last year. 


"It's a little less than in past years," 


she said. "We had about 100 more last 
year. I don't know whether it is because 
of the weather or the gas shortage. Gen- 
erally by the end of the year it evens out, 
though. We tend to get a constant flow of 
requests." 


The forest preserve district owns more 


than 63,000 square acres of land in Cook 
County. The land is divided into 10 dis- 
tricts, each containing a varying number 
of picnic groves. The district also has 
golf courses, nature centers, hiking areas 
and lakes for swimming and fishing on 
the lands. 


Permits are required for picnic groups 


with more than 25 persons, but Mrs. Cal- 
lozzo said more than 700 family picnic 
areas are also available without permits 
to groups of less than 25. 


FOR GROUPS still interested in get- 


ting summer picnic permits, application 
must be made in person at 113 N. Clarn 
St., in Room 230, A $5 deposit fee is re- 
quired, but the money is refunded after 
the picnic is held. 


Last year the district issued almost 


9,000 permits, Mrs. Callozzo said. The 
permits allowed an estimated 2.5 million 
persons to use the forest preserves, coun- 
ty figures show. 


The figures represent an increase of 


about 1,000 permits over the number is- 
sued in 1972, a jump which was among 
the highest in recent years, she said.

port released by the village that shows 
several employes received gift and mer- 
chandise certificates ranging from $10 to 
$30 in addition to other holiday gifts. 


"I reserve further comment until I my- 


self review the gift records filed thus far 
and discuss this further with the village 
manager — he's in charge." he said. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis, at The Her- 


ald's request, Wednesday released a par- 
tial listing of gift records submitted for 
his approval by village employes. 


A MEMO FROM HIM circulated in No- 


vember instructed all department heads 
''that under no circumstances should 
cash, checks, gift certificates and other 
forms of money be accepted." It also re- 
quired that gifts valued over $10 be re- 
ported to him for approval. 


Jack Andrews, foreman of the street 


department who listed a $50 gift certifi- 
cate from Cutler Repaving Co. of Law- 
rence. Kan., was unavailable for com- 
ment. 


At Walta. building Inspector, said he 


received two merchandise books — a $10 
one from Missner Construction Co. and a 


$5 book from the Maggio Sign Co. 


"They were approved by Willis so I 


think it was right for me to accept them. 
You can turn a gift certificate in for cash 
or buy anything, but the books I got were 
different," he said. Walla said that a 
small gift catalogue came with the cer- 
tificates he received. "So your selection 
is limited. It's no different than getting a 
present," he added. 


Harvey Goeddeke, street department, 


listed a $25 gift certificate from Cutler 
Repaving Co. among his gifts. 


GOEDDEKE SAID he felt justified in

premium gasoline at some local 
stations and William E. Simon, 
the nation's energy chief, said 
that prices would go up as much 
as 11 cents more by March. 


There have been some pre- 


dictions by officials 
that the 


price of gasoline ultimately may 
approach $1 a gallon. 


AMOCO YESTERDAY raised 


its wholesale price of gasoline by 
5.8 cents a gallon to its dealers, 
who in turn passed the increases 
to their customers. 


Standard Oil of Ohio raised its 


gasoline price 1 cent a gallon and 
heating oil 2 cents. Sun Oil Co. 
boosted gasoline 1 cent and heat- 
ing oil and diesel fuel 4 cents a 
gallon.

Taken first 
every year In the permit grab are the 
Sunday dates in picnic groves that have 
shelters, she said. "We will probably 
have more requests for Sunday dates in 
groves with shelters, so there wilt be 
some that will have to take alternate 
areas and dates," she said. 


Alternate dates still are available on 


Saturdays in many groves, Mrs. Cailozzo 
said.

Customers yesterday paid as 


much as 58 cents a gallon for 
premium gasoline at some local 
stations and William E. Simon, 
the nation's energy chief, said 
that prices would go up as much 
as 11 cents more by March. 


There have been some pre- 


dictions by officials that the 
price of gasoline ultimately may 
approach $1 a gallon. 


AMOCO YESTERDAY raised 


its wholesale price of gasoline by 
5 8 cents a gallon to its dealers, 
who in turn passed the increases 
to their customers. 


Standard Oil of Ohio raised its 


gasoline price 1 cent a gallon and 
heating oil 2 cents. Sun Oil Co. 
boosted gasoline 1 cent and heat- 
ing oil and diesel fuel 4 cents a 
gallon. 


Simon also said he had reached 


an greement with major oil com- 
panies to enforce a 10-gallon lim- 
it per customer at company- 
owned gasoline stations. Under 
earlier announced conservation 
measures, the 10-gallon limit was 
voluntary.

Getting a preserve permit 
now won't be any picnic

So you laughed at Elmer H. Tucker of 


Arlington Heights for spending New 
Year's Eve on the steps of the County 
Building waiting to get the first picnic 
permit issued by the Cook County Forest 
Preserve District... 


Well, if you intend to get a permit for a 


Sunday summer afternoon for your com- 
pany picnic, the laugh's on you. 


With the first week of the new year 


barely gone, permits for all the summer 
holidays and Sundays have already been 
issued. The count as of yesterday stood 
at 721 permits issued. 


"I would say all the good dates are 


gone," said Mary Callozzo, picnic permit 
supervisor for the district. Taken first 
every year in the permit grab are the 
Sunday dates in picnic groves that have 
shelters, she said. "We will probably 
have more requests for Sunday dates in 


groves with shelters, so there will be 
some that will have to take alternate 
areas and dates," she said. 


Alternate dates still are available on 


Saturdays in many groves, Mrs. Callozzo 
said. 


EVEN THOUGH the number of per- 


mits issued in the first three days of the 
year is high, Mrs. Callozzo said the total 
is less than for the same time last year. 


"It's a little less than in past years," 


she said. "We had about 100 more last 
year. I don't know whether it is because 
of the weather or the gas shortage. Gen- 
erally by the end of the year it evens out, 
though. We tend to get a constant flow of 
requests." 


The forest preserve district owns more 


than 63,000 square acres of land in Cook 
County. The land is divided into 10 dis- 
tricts, each containing a varying number 
of picnic groves. The district also has 


golf courses, nature centers, hiking areas 
and lakes for swimming and fishing on 
the lands. 


Permits are required for picnic groups 


with more than 25 persons, but Mrs. Cal- 
lozzo said more than 700 family picnic 
areas are also available without permits 
to groups of less than 25. 


FOR GROUPS still interested in get- 


ting summer picnic permits, application 
must be made in person at 113 N. Clarit 
St., in Room 230. A $5 deposit fee is re- 
quired, but the money is refunded after 
the picnic is held. 


Last year the district issued almost 


9,000 permits, Mrs. Callozzo said. The 
permits allowed an estimated 2.5 million 
persons to use the forest preserves, coun- 
ty figures show. 


The figures represent an increase of 


about 1,000 permits over the number is- 
sued in 1972, a jump which was among 
the highest in recent years, she said.

heating oil 2 cents. Sun Oil Co. 
boosted gasoline 1 cent and heat- 
ing oil and diesel fuel 4 cents a 
gallon. 


Simon also said he had reached

family to multiple-family housing. 


MENTION OF the housing subsidy 


drew strong objection from Arlington 
Heights Village Atty. Jack M. Slegel, and 
the question was left largely unanswered 
by Judge Thomas R. McMillen.

real estate for the MHDC, said that a 
check of 14 other sites in Arlington 
Heights where low-and moderate-Income 
housing might be built failed to produce 
an alternative to the Viator location.
